REPORT. 


Your Committee’ submit the following as their report of the condition of 
schools for the current year: 


DISTRIGT .NQs. 1, 


Stephen G. Johnson, Prudential Committee. Caroline A. Perkins, Teacher. 
Wages $20.00 

One term of 18 weeks commencing in August; No. of scholars, 10; average 
attendance, 7; not absent one half day, 1; attended to writing, 7; reading, 9 ; 
arithmetic, 7; geography, 4. 

This was Miss Perkins’ first school in the district. Gaining the good will of 
her pupils, and having bnt few in charge, her labors to advance the interests of 
the school were crowned with good-success

Emery Brown, Prudential Committee. Ruth A. Fitts, Teacher of Summer 
Term. Wages, $23.50. 


Miss Fitts entered the school a stranger, and found a difficult task ; but by 
patience and skill she succeeded in gaining the affections of the well-disposed, 
and in controlling the more disorderly portion of the school. Her labors were 
faithful and satisfactory. Owing to a large number of reading classes, resulting 
from the introduction of a different series of readers, much was added to her 
labors, beside wasting valuable time of the school. 


Length of school, 10 weeks; No. of scholars, 50; average attendance, 38 ; 
not absent one half day, 4; attended to reading, 50; writing, 21; arithmetic, 
28; grammar, 5; geography, 18. 

R. L. Gove, Teacher of Winter Term. Wages, $86.38. ; 

No. of weeks, 4; No. of scholars, 41; »verage attendance, 80.5; not absent 


one half day, 2; attended to reading, 87; writing, 17; arithmetic, 32; grammar, 
2; geography, 17. 

As there was a sufficient amount of money to keepa school of 4 weeks, this 
must pass for the winter school. Ina time so short it was hardly possible to 
make any perceptible improvement. A school of 4 weeks, preceded and fol- 
lowed by a vacation of months, can be of little service to those for whose bene- 
fit’ schools are intended. 


DISTRICT). NOs,” 3: 


Samuel Cochrane, Prudential Committee. H. Maria Dow, Teacher of Sum- 
mer Term. Wages, $24.00. 


No. of weeks, 13.4; No. of scholars, 73; average attendance, 48,4; not absent 
one half day, 9; attended to reading, 78; writing, 25; arithmetic, 26; gram- 
mar, 2; geography, 15. 

A large part of the school was made up of small scholars, that required much 
of the teacher’s attention to keep the necessary order. But having experience 
in teaching and being equal to her work, Miss Dow conducted the school with 
profit to the scholars and also to the satisfaction of the Committee. 


A.J. Sanborn, Teacher of Winter Term. Wages, $35.00. 


No. of weeks, 5.8; No. of scholars, 70; average attendance, 56; not absent 
one half day, 9; attended to reading, 68 ; writing, 45; arithmetic, 35; gram. 
mar, 4; geography, 11. 

Some of the largest scholars, were rather backward, poorly supplied with 
books, and consequently inclined to idleness. The school as a whole appeared 
as well as other schools in the town. Having a teacher well-known as experi- 
enced and successful, all the progress was made that could be expected in a term 
so short. The teachers of both terms complained of the same inconvenience 
that arose in District No. 2, viz: the extra number of classes, resulting from 
having two series of readers and spellers. The additional time thus required 
was taken from that which ought to have been devoted to other branches. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 

Moses D. Eaton, Prudential Committee. Mary J. Folsom, Teacher of Sum- 
mer Term. Wages, $25.00. 

No. of weeks, 12; No. of scholars, 110; average attendance, 97; not absent 
one half day, —; attended to reading, 110; writing, 48; arithmetic, 78; gram- 
mar, 16; geography, 70. 

Found the school house densely crowded, ‘There were more scholars than 
ought to be together in such circumstances and under the care of one person. 
None but a most skillful, patient and energetic teacher could have taught three 
months, and attended to the various duties, and borne with the many perplexi- 

“ties arising from having so large a number to control and attend to, crowded 
together as they were here. Yet at the close of the term much improvement 
was noticed, notwithstanding. 


Seven weeks of the Winter Term -were taught My Augustus G. Wooster. 
Wages, $40.00. 


No. of scholars, 57; average attendance, 46; attended to reading, 57; wri- 
ting, 10; arithmetic, 89; grammar, 5; geography, 16. 

Under the instructions of Mr. Wooster the school was making good progress, 
when a case of corporeal punishment occurred that, in our opinion, caused much 
unnecessary feeling and many unreasonable reports ; and also led to the end of 
his connection with the school. In justice to all concerned, we would say, that 
although he erred in judgment as to the means used on the occasion, yet we 
do not think the cause was sufficient for his removal; nor do we believe he 
would have been removed if due consideration had been given to the subject by 
the people of the District, instead of the hasty action taken under the impulse 
of the moment. At the commencement of the term afew unwelcome text- 
books that had found their way into the school were promptly expelled <A 
well-advanced grammar class was also furnished with suitable books that made 
the study interesting and instructive. After a vacation of one week the school 
was again commenced by Jarvis McDuffee, an old and experienced teacher, and 
under his instructions is progressing to the satisfaction of the Committee. As 
the school is unfinished there are no statistics to be given. 


‘ DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Charles S. Dow, Prudential Committee. * Margaret R. Eaton, Teacher of 
Summer and Fall Terms. Wages, $20.00. 


No. of weeks of summer term, 8; No. of’ Eeholars. 110; average ntioudined, 
85.1; not absent one half day, 22; aueuded to reading, 66; writing, 24; arith- + 
metic, 28; grammar, 10; geography, 20. 

No. of weeks of fall term, 8; No. of scholars, 48; average attendanee, 29.4; 
attended to reading, 34; writing, 15; arithmetic, 27; grammar, 8; geography, 
14. 
The school in the summer term was large, but well-organized and conducted. 
After the summer average was secured there was a sudden falling off from 85 
to 29, or nearly two-thirds. Comparing the number that attended during the 
summer term, with the last named figure, we have only one in four of those 
whose names are on the summer register, that regularly attended school. On 
visiting, found the scholars quiet and orderly, and in a condition that bespoke 
good abilities on the part of the teacher to instruct those committed to her 
charge. 24 

Winter Term taught by Joseph Eaton. ‘The school is still in session. Have 
visited and been pleased with the appearance. With its present teacher we have 
no reason to fear but what it will be of profit to the scholars and come toa suc- 
cessful termination. 

As brevity has been the particular and repeated. request of those in authority, 
we offer at the close of our report no suggestions. .,,
